A 

motion was made by Neal and seconded by Baker to approve the Mayor’s 



recommendation to re-appoint Brent Schweitzer as the Assistant Emergency 

Management Director.  Roll call vote: Neal yes, Baker yes, Bruha yes, 

Fortune yes.  Motion carried.  

ADJOURNMENT:  A motion was made by Fortune and seconded by 

Bruha to adjourn the meeting.  Roll call vote:  Fortune yes, Bruha yes, Baker
